( E ), to a certifiouto of sorvice as First Class Enginoor , and if a Sub - Lioutenant ( E ), 
to a Certifioute of servioc as Second Class Engineer. These officers may be ex 
amined for certificates of competency or the saino conditions as enginoors in the 
Mercantile Marine . 

An Officer who has attained the suik of Chief Artifioer Engineer or Commis 
sionel Engineer in His Majesty s Navy , is also entitled without uxumination to a 
certificate of service as Socond ( lang Engineer, on paymont of tho uppropriate fco . 

Certifiovtos of Service isgued by Commonwealth Country (including India ) 
entitle the holders to go to sot , in tho grades certified , og enginoers of any ships 
in the Mercantilo Marino, however propelled . 

(c ) Extra First Class Engineer Certificates (500 paragraph 20 ). The examina 
tions for theso Cortifiantes aro intondlod for officers who wish to provo their superior 
qualificutions and to havo cortificates of the highest grade granted by the Contral 
Government. 

1. Dominion or Colonial Local ( crtificates .- The holder of a Dominion or 
Colonial Certiticate of Competoney not granted under the Morohant Shipping Aot , 
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or of a Cortificate granted after examination on board one of His Majesty s Ships 
who wishes to be oxamined for x Goverumont of India Certificate of tho samo grade , 
must prove that he has performed the amount of service requirod by these rogulations 
for that grade, und complied with the conditions laici down us to testimonials . 

All Dominion , Colonial of Board of Trade Certificates of Competency, whetlior 
Local or isywed under Orier in Council , must hp yivci) up before a further Certificate 
is issued by the Government of India . 

5 . Endorsement of Certificates, -- Ilolilors of First or Second Class Certificates , 
Steam or Motor , will , After servirg tho Lecessary period of qualifying you timo in 
the othor type of ship and passing the endorsement oxumination in the famo class 
as for tho cortificate which they holl , bu furnished with a combinarl Storm and 
Motor Certificata , antitling them to serve in vitler type of ship . Canlidates holding 
# First Claes Certificate l or no type of ship who have pashod the Second Class 
Examination only for the other type of ship will have their First Class Certificato 
enclorhed uocordingly . 


CHAPTER II 


QUALIFICATIONS REQUTRED FOR THE VARIOUS GRADES OF CERTIFICATES OF COMPE 

TENCY

muchines userl in cloctric generating , textile , mining, milling or refining industries .

11, Service in Colonial and Foreign Workshops. — Rules 7 to 9 apply to service 
in the United Kingdom or Tacia only .

Whuro A candidate porforms during the vacations of a school 
Courho workshop service of the type reforrnd to in paragraph 7 and 9 for & conti 
nuous period of not less than four monthis , the school course and the timo spent 
in tho works will ho AsSASSIC separately ; tho period spent in the workshops will 
be countod at the full rute , the remaining portion of the year hoing assessed at two 
thirds rato , 

14 . Timo spant in attonding evening classes in enginooring at approved Tochni 
cal Schools will similarly bo nllowod to count under tho following conditions -

T estimonials. - - Every candidato must produce tostimonials in reepoot of 
the qualitying period of his servico signed , in each case , by the Chicf Engineer under 
whom his servion hus boon perforine ), atating his actual rank on watch , tho number 
of engineers simultaneously on watch on the boilors and /or the main propolling 
machinery, and tho natuto of the clutios performod by him . When tho oundicluto 
is a Chief Engincor , he should produce testimonials signed by the Engineer Super 
intendent , or by the Minuying Owier, or Secretary of tho Company . It is desirable 
that the wholo of tho candidate s seio gervico should be covered by testimonials 
vertifying to his subrioty, experienoo , wbility, and general good conduct. 

36 , It is desirable thut testimonials signed by Chiof Engineers be endorsed 
by the Erginoor Supui intendent of the Master or other roprosentative of the owner .

37 . A specimen copy of th - form of tostimonial recommended is shown in 
Appendix C .

38 . Physical defects. When a ovlidato is hard of boaring or suffers from any 
physical defoot of auch a nature as might interfere with the proper porformance of 
his dutios an an engineer on watoh , the signatorios of his testimonials should state 
whethor suoh defect did in fact interfere in any way with the officient disobargo 
of the oandidate s duties . 

39 . Verification of sea service . - Servio which cannot be verifiod by propor 
entries in the Articlos of Agreomont of the ships in which the oandidates havo seryod 
cannot be countod . In all 0990s , the candidates names must have been duly onterod 
on the ship s Artiolog as Engineers in the ranks in whioh they were actually serving . 

40. Discharges and testimonials may have to be forwarded to the Shipping 
Master for verification , and they must be handed in , together with the form of 
application , not less than one week before the date of tio examination which the 
candidate desires to attond . In tile absonce of the necessary verification , tobo 
candidate cannot be oxamined . 

41 . Where, as in the case of the borvion of engineors in foreign ships , tho longth 
of sorvion cannot be verified by the Shipping Master the testimonial of service 
must be confirmed either by the Consul of tho country to which the ship in whioh 
tho candidato served belonged , or by some othor recognised official uuthority of 
that country , or by some rosponsiblo person huving personal knowlodge of the 
Taots required to bo ostablishod . Whero tho testimonial is not confirmod by a 
Consul or othor officiul authority of the country roforred to , it should bo endorsed 
by an Indian or a British Consular official. 

42. Calculation of service .- - The candidate s service, as shown on his discharger 
will be rookoned by the calendur month , i.e ., the time included betwoon any given 
day in any month and the preceding day of the following month , both inclusivo . 
Tho nuinber of complete months from the commencement of the period , ascertain . 
ed in this way, should be computed , after which the number of odd days should 
be counted . The day on which the agreement commences, as well as that on which 
it terminates should both be included , and all odd day , added together and reokoned 
at 30 to the month . 

43 . Penalty for misconduct .-- Candidates who have nogleoted to join their ship

The maximum romission of 80a service in respoot of attendance at marino 
dopartments of technical schools will be three months , and, in overy CABO in 
which an allowance is made for timo spent at an approved marino department of a 
- toobnical school, the candiduto will be required to produce the Prinoipal s certjuvate 

for regular attendanoe at all the approved olasses for a period of not logs than ono 
month , and for satisfuotory proytons . The candidato will also be required to pro . 
duce his class notebooks and druwings , and should hand those to he Examiner 
together with tho Prinoipal s vertificate at least one week before the date of the 
examination ,

CHAPTER III 

EXAMINATIONS 
47 . Application for Examination . - - Candidates who have completod the necessary 
qualifying service and who desire to take the examination for a First or Second 
Class Certificate of Competenoy should fill up a form of application (Exn . 3 ) and 
pay the appropriate foe (800 paro . 69 ), at a Mercantile Marine Office , signing the 
doolaration on the form of applioation in the presence of the Principal Offioor . 
The form , properly filled in , together with the candidate s oortificato of apprentice - - 
bip , testimonials , dischargoa , Certifioate of Competenoy or Sorvioo , if any, oto . 
ghould bo lodged with the Prinoipal Officer at least ono week before the day of 
Oxamination . A candidate may however , if he prefers , submit his application 
and papers by post to the Principal Officer of the Mercantile Marine Department 
at the port at which he desires to be examined ; he should remit the foo at the 
Bame time. If & oandidato adopts this course , he will be required to sign his doola 
ration in the presence of the Examiner at the opening of the examination . Candi 
dates will be informed as soon as possiblo whether their appliqations have been 
aoooptod or not and , if accopted , candidates will be supplied with a copy of the 
rules to be observod during the examination . 

48 . Foreign Engineers . -- Foreign engineers cannot be examined for a First Class 
Certificato unless they have performed the sea service stated in rule 18 , with the 
requisite Certificate issued by a Commonwealth Country (including India ). The 
Borvice may have been performed in foreign vessels if the applicant oan produce 
Batisfaotory testimonials as to conduot and character, and is able to prove that the 
servioo has been in the required capacities and that during the period of service 
he has held & Certificate of Compotonoy iesued by a Commonwealth Country 
(including India ) of the grade roquirod by the Rules (see Rule 41). 

40 . Proof of Nationality .- Every candidate for a certificate of oompotenoy of 
any grado will bo required to produce proof of nationality , and for this purpose 
should produce a birth certificate or a certifiosto of naturalisation . Where such 
# oertifioato oannot be produoed the candidate should furnish such documentary 
evidence of nationality , or of birth and nationulity of paronte , as he may be ablo 
to obtain . Alion candidatos should produce some official dooument tostifying to 
thelr nationality . 

50 . Gaps in service . The Examiner should be partioularly careful to 480ortala 
that there are no gaps in tho applioant s service during which his conduct is not 
properly accounted for, boforo hy is allowed up for examination . 

51. Knowledge of English Essential . - All candidates must prove to the satisfac . 
tion of the Examiners that thoy can speak and write the English languago sufi . 
ciently well to perform the duties required of them on board a British ship . 

52 . Age. Should any doubt exist as to the age of a candidate, he will be required 
to produce a certificate of birth . 

53 . Payment of Fee. - Candidates for examination and persons inquiring ke to 
thoir eligibility for examination , will be required to pay tbe examination fee (800 
parx . 69 ) before Arly step is taken towurds inquiring into their services or testing 
their qualifioutions, oto . If any vendidate is found not to be qualified , the foo will 
either be returned to him or placed to his oredit until he is qualified . 

54 . Penalty for Offering Gratuity - If & candidato offors gratuity to any officer 
of the Morcantile Marine Department, he will not be allowed to be examined for 
12 months . *

56 . Application by Navy Officers. -- Appliostions from officers of the Royal 
Navy for certificates of service , or for permission to be examined for certifio & tos of 
wompetonoy , must , in the case of officers on the sotive list, be made through the 
Commanding Offioer to the Secretary to the Admiralty and , in the 0880 of officors 
who are on half-pay or who have retired , direot to tho Sooretary to the Admiralty , 
who in either CAHO will forward the applioations to the Ministry of Transport . 

Applications from officers on the active list in the Indian Navy must be made 
through the Commanding Officers to the Flag Officer Commanding .

Reading the Inter-gauge . 
Notwithstanding that the reading of the water- gauge is made a special feature 
in the examination of En ci n , many boiler ( penaltit 8 result from tho Engineer 
of the watch oither 1.0t 13.derstanding the cornruction of the water -gauge fittings 
or not satisfying himself by actual trial that the cock , pipoa , etc ., aro clear. 

Unless u carididate under examination, is able to prove that he understands 
how to verify tho ir dications of the watrr -luugn , he will not bo passed in practical 
knowledge. Failuro in practical knowledge is voltos a candidato going to sea for 
further experience before re-examination . 

The sketches, Figures 1 , 2 , 3 , 4 ard 5 , Plate ) , It Presont the usual methods of 
attaching water- gauge mountings to marinc- hoilors , the smoke -boxes being omitted , 
for convenience , from Figures , 3 , 4 and 5 . Tho important features in each gauge 

and the method of verifying its icdications are dealt with separately in tho follow 
Ying notes . 


Referring to Figure 1 only 
In this case tho water- gaugo cocks are attached direct to the boiler, and the 
accuracy of the gauge when the boilor is under steam can be tested as follows : 
First. - Lot Bremain open , then close cock Dard open cock E , and if gteam 

issues it proves that cock B and tho passage through tho top fitting 
and gauge glass are clear. If no otcam or water inbucs , either cock B 
or tho passage through the top fitting and gaugo glass is choked and 

tho gauge cunnot act properly until the obstruction is removed . 
Second . — Clone cock Band open D und E , and if water isgues, cock D is clear. 

If no water or steam issuch, cither cock D or tho passagA from the 
boiler through tho lower fitting is choked and must bo cleared before 
the gaugo can act properly . 


Referring to figure 2 only 
In this caso tha giugo cocks are attached to a bent pipe of cumparatively large 
diameter (at least 3 inches in the bore ), tho upper end of which communicates with 
the steam space , and the lower end with the water space of tho boiler. Owing to 
tho boro of the pipe being large , it is not likely to bocome choked or stopped under 
the ordinary conditions of working . The water - gauge is , therefore , in practically 
the same condition as if it were attached direct to the boiler, as in Figure 1 . This 
gaugo , when at work , is toated in precisely tho sama manner as tho ore shown in 
Figure 1. 

Scrow plugs Aro inserted at P . P , and Q . Q ., by the removal of which the aportures 
in tko pipes can be elcarecl , if necessary , hy the insertion of a wire or rod when steam 
is down . 

Referring to Figure 3 only 
In this gaugo thore is an open communication from A to ( through the column Y , 
and in order to " blow through tho glans " it is only necessary to shut cocks D and 
B alternately , koeping E open . But to " blow through the water -gauge " , including 
the pipes H and I , it is necesrary , after blowing through the glass as described 
abuyo to shut A and C alternatoly at the same timo keeping B , D and E open for 
such time as will ensure the completa discharge of the contents of tho gauge and 
its connections . Whon B , D and Cure clear and A choked the steam lodging in 
the glass and in the piuc I leading from column Y to A becomes condensed and the 
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water flowing through C to tako ita place risha in column Y and in the glass to a lovel 
above that of tho water in the boilor. In othor words the gauge shows a false lovel, 
If now E be opened and water is blown out, then on E boing Again olosod the wutor 
in the gauge will riso highor than before and be still further misloading. On the 
other hand , whon B , D and A are clour and C choked , the wuter , if any , in the glass 
is trapped and no longer rises and falls with the wutor in tho boiler or with the 
motion of the vessel ; it however , slowly rises in the glass owing to the condensation 
of the steam in the upper part of the gungo until suvli timo as E is openod , when the 
whole of the water in the glass is blown out ; and ou E boing closod , the glass 
doos not show any water, notwithstanding that tho water in the boiler may be at 
the proper lovel. When the test cooks T . T . T . are attachod to column Y , as shown 
in Figure 3 , they cease to be reliable when either cook A or C or the pipe in con 
neotion therewith is choked , or nearly choked ; hedon it is desirablo that such test 
oooks should be fitted direct to the boiler and not to tho column as shown , 


Referring to Figure 4 only 
Sometimes the wator- gauge Attings are arranged as shown in Figures 4 and 5 , . 
with no passage up the column, the central portion ( N ) of the column being simply 
& pillar or connecting piece of any convenient gection between the upper and lower 
portions to which the cooks B and Dare attached . 

By this arrangement double communications are obviatod and there is no need 
for what is known as “ double shut off ” in testing tho acouracy of the gaugo . When , 
however, the gauges are constructed in this manner , tho cooka B and D are un 
reliable as togt cooks in the event of there boing no glass in the gauge . This feature 
should be carefully noted . Moreovor, whon in working condition , the reduotion of 
proasure in the glass which arises when E is opened causes the water in pipe H to 
rigo above its normal level. This objeotionable feature should also be noted . 


Referring to Figure only 
Sometimes there is a band , L , in tho stoam pipo I loading from cook A to oock B , 
This has occasionally escapad obgorvation whon now boilers have boen fitted on 
board ship . In most cases this bend arises from tho pipo boing led in an abnormal 
direction to onoApo other pipos, boams or fitting near the smoke -box . With such 
a bend the condensed stoam colleots in the pips and falls to the bottom of tho bend, 
and in time it completoly fills the pipe from J to K . The steam from K down to 
the level of the water in the glass is thoroby trappod and , in condenation prooveds, 
leads to a reduotion of pressure in the pipo bolow that of the boiler and an equivalent 
rige of the water in the bond and also in the gauge glass. Whon the Vossel is quioscont 
the water in the gauge glass increason in height until cook E is oponed or until the 
pressure in the boiler is so much in oxcogs of that in the lower part of pipo I as to 
daugo the water in the bend to bo blown into the gaugo glass . In either oase ins 
tantaneous change of water level in tho glass ongyos . 


In the ordinary course of working, the phenomenon dogoribod above is more 
or logs modified by the proganco of air in the vippor part of tho gaugo and by the 
ries and fall of thy water in tho boiler and gaugo glass arising from tho rolling or 
pitching motions of the vesgol. 


Other Specirl Points to be Noted 
When cooks A and C aro omitted , as in Figure 2, this is owing to the bore of the 
stand pipe being sufficiently largo to enable it to be regarded as part of the boiler. 
Such pipes roquiro , however , to be examined and cleared at intervals by passing 
a rod through the holes providod for the purpose at P . P . and Q .Q .

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Cooks at A and Care not necessary for the testing of gauges arranged as shown 
in Figures 4 and 5 . Candidates , howthr, should he fully AWAITA of the imqxossibility 
of testing the reliability of tho indications of water- gaugos arranged as in Figuro 3 
when the cocks A ard ( are abseilt and of the effect whicb tlic chokir .g of 
cock A or C , or pipe Hur I , has on the indications of the test cocks T . T . T . whez 
attachod to column Y . 

Many ships aflout are fitted with water - gaugos As shown in Figures 3 u . 4 , and 
it is therefore specially important that engizcor cardidates should thoroughly 
undorstand their constructio ) , the principle on which thúy act, and the steps which 
must be taken to koop thom in an efficient condition . 

When fitting A gaugo glass into its place , it is specially important that it should 
not be placod 80 high as to provart a clearing rod being ingorted At G , Figurts 1 , 
2 , 3 , 4 and 5 . This defect , ospocially if it occurs in a water - gauyo attached to a 
boiler subject to priming permits a rapid accumulation of acum Arourid the top of 
the glass and results in the choking of tho orifica Jeuding from cock B to the guuge 
glass in each of the figures. 

When a gauge glass is too short , or is placed either too high or too low in the 
fittings , it is also liable to become chokod by the packing material beirg forced 
ovor its ends by the glands whilst being scrowed up. 

The use of unsuitablo or insecuro intenul pipes in colection either with the 
ordinary glasa gauge cocks of the description shown in Figuro l , or with test cocks . 
which are joined to the boiler itself should also be carofully guarded against. 

Boilor casualties have rosulted from the cocks B and having the parts wrong 
ly placod as shown in Figure fi, Plate II. In one case of that kind , which forms t } lo 
auhjort of tho Report No . 208 under the Boilor Explosions Act, the engineer ir: toet 
ing the water- quugo omitted to atten that the passages in the cocka B ard ]) nere 
clear when the handles were in their proper working position . This defect could 
easily have been discovered if proper attention had been paid to tho condition of 
the cocks . A defect of this naturo may be due to faulty construction origirally , 
or to the hundle of the cock having been overtraincd , Ald the reck twisted , 
Whether the passages in tho plugs aro fair and clear can , however , bo verificd in a 
fow minutes. As an illustration , thn water cock D , Figure 6 , Plata II , can ho veri 
fied hy blowjlig through E with B shut and then movir .g tho barrlle of I to osa side 
until it is just closed , and thor, to the othor side until it is ngair , just closed ; the 

roper working position of the handle is about equally distant from each of tho 
above positions. Tho other cocks can be verifiod in tho samo mannor. 

Anothor sorioup cagualty occurred through the handlo of tho cook A , Figura 3 
having been twiatrd from its origiral position rolatively to the orifice of the cock 
resulting in the cock being shut when apparently oponed , 

When a water gaugr, that is crur in all its parts, has been thoroughly blown 
through , the water in the glass risas above the lovol at which it formerly stood , 
immediately the drain cock E is closed , but if left undisturbed for a timo it gradu 
ally falls to jis formor punition . Th " amourt of the rise which occurs on the 
Occasions depends chiofly on the temperature of the contents of thin boiler ard on 
the length of the pipes by which column Y is connected top and bottom to the 
boiler , but in CRAHS whora the gaugn is of the description illustrated in Figure 3 , 
4 and 5 , it amounts in high pressure boilers to about 4 inches , while the timo occu 
pied by the water in returning to its former loval Torgins from 30 to 40 mirutes , 
The cause of this riso in two fold , namely , (a ) the displacement of the compara 
tively cold water in the pipa H hy hotter and proportionately lighter water from 
the boiler , and (b ) a slight condorisation of the strum and a COTCHpording fractional 
roduction of pressure in pipe J. The cause of the gradual subsidence of the water 
in tho glans to its former lovel is also of a dual character , namely , (a ) the cooling. 
of tho water in pipe H , and (b ) tho diminntion in the condensation of gtcam in pipe 
I owing to the collection thorein of air released from the steam condensed . 
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Those rosults will , however, be somewhat modified if the wator in the boiler is 
of higher density than in pipe H and this will nearly always be the caso owing to 
the condensation of the steam in the glasg und upper fittings of the water gauge , 
causing the water in the lower part to bo frasher than that in the boilor . 

Candidates should understand the necossity for periodically blowing through 
the water - gauge on oach boiler (no matter what the form may be) in a systematio 
and thorough mannor, and in cases whore a boiler is fittod with two water 
gaugos of kooping both in constant use ; finally, they should realise the necessity for 
keeping tho water- gauges woll lightod , clean , and in all respects officiont .
